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A Leal from History Applicable to

Ir was observed during the great Free State
and pro-slavery struggle in the 'T‘er.ritnr_v of
Kausas, that nearly every Governor in turn,
Az he went there, no mntler what his previous
pollﬁﬁ-ll gantiments had been, was forced to
espouse the Freo Siate side, aven at the penalty
of removal from ofice.  Poor Plerce started
out by appointing the late Governor Reeder,
a man of fiue abilities and of honest im-
pulses, but always, previous to his Kansas
experience, a Demoorat of the straitest sect.
Governor Resder went to Kansas, and endea-
vored to administer its affairs upon an honest
and just basis, The resull was, that the
oulrages of the pro-slavery party, their inva-
glons from Missotiri, their wholesale stufling of
the ballot-boxes, and their general disregard
o' the rights of the Free State settlors, all per-
petrated in the name of “"Democracy,” com-
peled the Governor, as a faithful offcer and
a5 an honest man, to side with the Free State
1“"7' For this poor Pierce at once removed
him,

Governor Geary was tried. He, oo, had
been & life-long Democrat, He, too, was an
honest man. He found, npon his arrival in
Kansas, and becoming acquainted with its
affairs, that an honest discharge of his duties
as Governor would array against bhim the
Democratio or pre-slavery party of the Terri-
tory. He went shead, administersd the gov-
ernment justly and jmpartially, called down
ppon himself the bitter hostility of the pro-
slavery faction, who attempted to nssassinate
him, was refused support by the Pierce ad-
ministration, and forved to resign.

The Buchauan dynasty, of ever infamous
memory, next csme in; and with a great
flonrish of trumpets, and much formal parade,
Robert J. Walker, ex-Senstor and Secretary
of the Treasury, was sent to Kansas as Gov-
ernor, accompanied by Frederick P, Stanton,
of Tennesses, ag Becretary of the Territory.
Both of these men were life-long Demoocrats,
and had achisved honorable distinction in
their party., They went to Kansas, and
plunged boldly into the struggle. They bat-
tled manfully, but before one year was up they
had each been forced by the logic of events to
espouse the Free State side, or else to them-
gelves become the instruments of injustice and
infamy, such as they could not for a moment
contemplate. The result was that Walker
resigned and Secretary Stanton was removed.

It was not until the attempt to make Kansas
a slave State was finally and fully abandoned,
that it was found possible for & Democratio ad-
ministration to keep a Governor thers more
than a fow months at a time.

Andrew Johnson, if he wers capable of
learning anything, might learn a valuable
Yesson from recalling this peculiar featurs of
the Kansas stroggle. He i3 trying to head off
events in the South in the same way that
poor Pierce and Buchanan did in Kansas, and
with & similar result, Why #2 it that every
officer of the army, no matter what his pre-
vious sentiments, as soon as he goes into the
late Rebel States and endeavors to do his
duty as an officer of the Governwment, at once
becomas a firm supporter of the polioy of Con-
gress, and an opponent of the unconstitutional
and usurping policy of the President? These
officers are not politicians. By education and
assoolation they are generally inclined to be
opposed to the Republican party. Why
is it that they find themselves forced
to sdopt the policy of Congress?
General Bheridsn is removed, and his
sucoessor continues all of his orders
in force. General Bickles is removed, and his
sucocessor, General Canby, finds it" neosssary
to follow in his footsteps, aud has already in-
curred the Executive disfavor, and is threat-
enad with removal. The game of the Kansas
Governors is being repeated. The President
can arbitrarily and uunjustly remove gallant
officers who have simply done their duty, but
be cannot chenge the circumstances which sur-
round the question of reconstruction, and
whiok force every honest officer to take the
side of the people’s polivy as opposed to tha
President’s. Just a8 the logic of events and
the power of troth and justive compelled
Reeder, aud Geary, and Walker, and Stanton,
Demoorats though they were, to taks the Fres |
Btate side in Kausas, as opposed to Pierce and
Buchanan, 8o the same gonsiderations now
foroe Sheridan and Sickles, Pops and Thomas,
Schofield and Canby, to take the side of loyalty
and Union and the peeple, as opposed to that
of Andrew Jolinson. Just as poor Plaros was
angry with Reeder and removed him because
he told the truth in regard to the terrible
erimes and outrages perpetrated by the border
rafiians in Kansas, 0 Johnson was flled with
rage at the noble Sheridan beonnse he rafused
the Bxeoutive invitation te garble and e, gnd
told the naked and appalling trath concerning
the horrors of the New Orleans massaore.

Pierce and Buchanan failed. Their adminis-
trations are monuments of shame and disgrace,
and their very names have become infamous.
Bo will i% be with Andrew Johnson, only that
in addition to all his deeds of maladministra-
tiop, he will carry with him the disgrace of
wreachory 10 & groust and good cause, snd 10 the
phople who elevated him to power.

sinoce 1ts reclamation, ‘I'he fast laod is from six
to eight feet below bigh water mark at all

lnts, and would cost over s mililon dollars to
evel and At for use as uch as will be required
for the large pur%nams projacted.

If the object 18 Lo erect loundries, the spongy
pature of tha soll would malke 1t ilnlmalhle Lo
get & proper foundation for the bulldings ox-
cepl at greal cost, nor could & well of safficlent
depth be dug for large castings, It could not
cosl less than two or three million dollars in
ship-houses, dry-docks, and owher structures
now In whe old yard, which would have to be
nbandoned, T hus the gift of the Istand would be
dear, and still dear o $2,000,000 1were added to the
gt towvards fitting £ for wse. Most of the sbip
carpeuters ciployed in the yard now reside In
and find employment ln Kenslogion, nearly
elght mlles distant from the Islund, where they
would continue, as Government work is not
sufficiently rouuh\r or ramunerative to induce &
permanent removal, The Island is at least five
miles from the supply stores of the city. The
approaches are as low as the Island itself, and
uufitfor bullding purposes, and far distantrom
hydrants, gas, improved streetls, police, and
rallronds.

The place has only to be visited and ssen (o de-
monstrate ity unfitness, and I would bhumbly
suggest a visit by a committee of Congress for
the purpose, before so great an outlay s in-
curred or gromluud. where performance is im-
possible. There ure minor objections, which 1
will not urge. Iam us curnest as any Phoila-
delphian in the desire of the location of a first-
oluss yard, but it is my duty, lmpelled by the
same feclings whleh you have, Lo slste Lo you,
a8 a public man, 1L will cost at least four millian
dollars to Nt League Isiand for the leasi efll-
elency as compared with the present yard. 1
yvou add foundries, ete,, Lhat will be an addi.
Lional expense, which I will not undesrtake to
eitimate, i

The manner in
which this end was accomplished, and the
entire lack of courtesy or falrness displayed
by the members in favor of the change,
stamp them ay unfitted to hold the post of
Direotors of a scholastio institution. From all
we oan learn, Major Smith was not notified of
the intention, was not summoned to answar
any oomplaint made against him, was not
tried, or, in fact, even complained of.

A glance st the names of the directors, pro
and con, shows us that the end in view was a
political one.
